As leading up to the recent tragic encountar 
jaotou between country people in that 
ion and the tst Chinese Regiment, escorting 
the British members of the Boundary Com- 
mittee, the following letter from the Wei-hai-wei 
correspondent of the Shanghai Daily Press 
will be read with interest. It is dated the 5th 
inst.:- The Territorial Boundary Commission 
has been busily at work for the past week, and 
reports ave current that it is getting through an 
enormous amount of business at a surprisingly 
rapid rate. This satisfactory progress is chiefly 
due to the cnergy of Major Penrose of the 
Royal Engineers, and ‘Colonel Mower of the 
tst Chinese Regiment. Physically, both these 
officers are very active men, in the pink of con- 
dition and training, and they are consequently 
disinclined to entertain any sympathy with the 
phiegmatic detiberation which the Chinese 
Commissioner, an. uncommonty heavy and 
cumbrous sort of person, would like to conduct 
the negotiations, The retinue of the native 
official is alse a matter which fails to meet with 
the British Giommissioners’ approval, Tt was 
soincthing to remember to see the native caval- 
cade, ns I saw it last Wednesday week, in king 
its laborious way along the Chefoo Road to- 
wards Shawangtan, at which plaice the western 
oundary line witl come down to the coast 


First of all came the usual vagahand corps of 


runners and tablet-bearers lustily heralding. 


the “approach ‘of their superioys. and 
proclaiming their dignity, Then: at regular 
intervals rode a procession of fat and cam. 
placent-looking officials in their chairs of state, 
each of them stolidly smoking his pipe and 
poisoning the atmosphere with the intolerable 
odour of rank, native tobacco, The perspiring 
chair-coolies groaned and grunted along the 
road, exhibiting every outward and visible sign 
ofthe distress which ‘the heat and weight of 
their burdens “were causing them, Then fol- 
lowed a long file of heavily laden pack- 
mules, and next came a dense, clay- 
coloured mass of men, marching ‘steadily, with 
sloped rifldg and neatly kept equipments. | They 
were a detachment of the ist Chinese Regi- 
ment, every soldier looking smart, fil, and 
quite “The man in Khaki” of wham the poet 
sings s0 culogistically. Ata considerable tis- 
tance behind the soldiers two chairs were bare 
along, containing a couple ol ponderous look- 
ing officials, whose. large, black-rimmed gox- 

| gles at.once marked them as secretaries atten- 
dat upon the Chinese Commissioner. More 
mules and asses followed, bearing the Cém- 
nissioner’s culinary apparatus, and then came 
the Commissioner himself, riding in a litter 
accompanied by a lady, by whose singing and 
story-telling the dignitary endeavoured to 
proture a little relicf from the tedium of his 
progress, .- 

My attention was diverted from the con- 
templation of this interesting spectacle by 
the notes of a bugle blown in the next village, 
andwriding forward, 1 quickly found myself in 
the midst ‘of another detachment (60 or 70 
strong) of the rst Chinese Regiment, arrayed in 
a khaki garb in all respects similar to that 
worm by the men f had previously. noticed. 
‘The rhythm and swing with which these troops 
marched through the village did infinite credit 
to their drill-sergéants, ‘Ihe whole procession 
was brought up by Colonel Bower and Major 
Penrose riding together 

When I said the Commission was geting on 
rapidly with its work, | did not mean to imply 
that everything was running exactly smoothly. 
On the. contrary, during the negotiations prior 
tothe starting of the Commission on its rounds, 
it was made abundantly evident by the Peking 
delegate that he meant to abide by the letter 
and not by the spirit of the original agreement.

. THE NIGHT ATTACK ON KUDAT: 
(FULLER PARTICULARS. 
: SINGAPORE, 9th May. 

By the Xelarstan which arrived this morning 
from British North Borneo particulars have ar- 
rived of the alarming night attack on Kudat, at 
3.30 on the morning of Saturday, April 28th, 

Its appears that the authorities were fortun- 
ately made aware the previous night of the in- 
tended attack and had been able to take some 
precautions. It was understood however that 
the assault would be on the Government Offices 
onthe side of the hill, and full preparations 
were therespon made to repel any attempt in 
that quarter. Mr. Barraut, is the chief civil of- 
ficer, and Mr. Malcolm the Wing Officer of the 
Constabulary, ‘Phey were hoth in readiness 
for the attack on the Governihent Offices. 

The rebels, who appearto have been under 
the command of one Mat ‘Satu, divided their 
forces in two parts, and instead of coming over- 
land, as had been expected, came along the 
sea beach, amusing themselves on the way by 
killing several Chinese, ‘probably out of spite. 
(The other Chinese reported killed were mur. 
dered as the rebels retired). Arrived at the 
town, the party separated, about a’ half going 
for the Magazine, « buikling about half a mile 
from the Government Offices, on the sea beach, 
used chiefly forthe storage of gunpowder, the 
other half proceeding to make an attack up the 
hill on the Offices. 7 

There seam to have been but two ‘or three 
men in ‘charge of the Mayazine, and the 
numerous body of rebels do not appeur to have 
had much trouble in rushing it, the Sikh who. 
was to have fired the Maxim being shot thraugh 
the heart. Elolding tho, Magazine, the rebels 
then continued the attack on the Offices from 
the lower road: The Police in charge, how- 
ever, had no difficulty in driving them off and 


. shortly afterwards Mr, Malcolm and his Sikhs 


went down and recaptured the Magazine -and 
the Maxim, which the rebels had not been able

The second prisoner, an old man who had 
been met by Mr, Malcolm the previous night, 
armed with two swords, and) had been, 
given two black eyes in a scufils, said that Mat 
Satu bound him and made him come and fight. 
He was unwillingly brought to Kudat and girt 
with two swords and putin the forefront. As 
he’ was (ying ta run away ,he accidentally 
collided with a party of police, He did not 
want to fight, : 

The third accused also said he had been 
called by Mat Satu, who thregtened him with 
death, if he did not come. He added “Lama 
fool and came.” He was taken in rather an 
easy way, After the Mayazine was recaptured 
he-hid himself behind the gaol, and came out 
in broad daylight, thinking perhaps his friends 
stil held it, ‘The sergeant of police puta 
cartridge in his gun and threatened ‘to shoot 
him unless he threw down his sword and sur- 
rendered, 

_All three nen were committed for trial.

punished, as-such an intimation, coming from 
“such a source, is calculated to work endless 
mischief, : ‘ 

Finally, it is to be hoped that now that some 
of the highest officials in the province have 
been over the ground; they will sec the neces- 
sity which exists for repairing the Chefoo Road 
inthe neighbourhuod of the boundary. It is 
ina most scandalous condition, but, large an 
outlay as its repair would entail at present, it 
will require considerably inore to do the work 
ifit'ts much longer delayed: ‘Tam informed 
that when the British came into possession of 
the territory, it was an casy maticr to cycle 
along this road, but if cycling were now carried 
on, a repairing shop would be -reqtired about 
every dozen yards.
